Immigration 
Law Comes 
Into Foree 


The Hongkong Government's Im- 
migration Control Ordinance, 19:10, 
officially: came into force ., to-day, 
although a special arrangement has 
been made with | the Hongkong 
Chinese: Chamber of Commerce to 
{nellitate the arrival of Chinese from 
the interlor and coastal ports for 
the Chinese New Year - holidays, 
which occur towards’ the end of this' 
smonth, 

It will be recailed that at tho 
monthly meeting of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce on December 
17, it was decided to ask Government 
to postpone enforcement of the. Im- 
migration Law to February 14, in 
view of Chinese New Year on 
January 27,-when there will be an 
Anereased number of travellers. 

According to Mr H. Y. Tso, 
Secretary of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce, the Immigration authori- 
ties have come to an arrangement 
with the Chamber that persons wish- 
ing to enter the Colony between now 
and February 5 must make an ap- 
plication in writing:to the Chamber 
of Commerce, who will issue two 
letters of introduction on -a deposit 
of $25.50, 

‘On arrival in the. Colony, elther at 
a. wharf or Border station, the 
applicant will be required: to produce 
one of the Ictters to an Immigration 
examiner, The other must. be handed 
to the officer in charge of the, Kennedy 
Town Depot, who will in turn 
Issue the usual entry certificate, On 
production of this entry certificate at 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, 
the orlginal deposit of $25.50, less 
50°cents for worl done by: the 
Chamber, will be refunded to the 
traveller, . 

This arrangement will only be en- 
-forced-between-now-and--February-5 
in order to facilitate the entry of 
travellers and businessmen before

IPELLING the age, origin of. 
fish and how many times 
they have spawned by their 
scales is a new technique re- 
cently developed by Dr R. A: 
- .-[ Nesbit of the United States 
Fish and Wild Life Service 
and ‘David H. Wallace of the 
Chesapeake Biological Labora- 
_.tory of Solomons, Maryland. 

The scales of. fish show 
annual growth “rings” much 
like tho annular rings in trees. 
Fish scales are better age in- 
dicators than teeth in horses.
